fidence and respect of the people. 


LAW 3irST BE FAIR 


"To enforce laws against some and 


not against others undermines that 
confidence. 
Law must be enforced 


without discrimination and without 
fear or favor. Law is simply the crys- 
tallized judgement of our sovereign 
people to protect that which is right 
and to punish what is wrong. 
The 


people are the state in Wisconsin. 
A'lolators of law. big or little, threaten 
the foundation of our government. If 
w0 arc ready to protect our country 
from external invasion we must also 
be ready to protect it from its ene- 
mies inside. 


"Certain violations of law that par- 


ticularly have attracted the attention 
of the people of our state (luring the 
last few months are the laws support- 
ing the national eighteenth amend- 
ment. There is only ono reason why 
our attention should be more attracted 
to violations or this law than to vio- 
lators of uny other law and that lack 
cfl appreciation of - what 
that -law 


means to America. We would not ask 
repeal of our murder anil Tirson laws 
immediately after someone committed 
murder or maliciously burned a house 
but still there are people who ask 
repeal of our prohibition law simply 
because it is bemj violated. 
iNsimors ATTACK 


"Violation of liquor laws by moon- 


shiners and bootleggers is a more in- 
sidous attack ag.unst the structure 
of our government because in some 
quarters it is receiving open encour- 
agement. 
If you permit violation of 


one law you encourage disrespect and 
violation of all law. 


"Then there arc our anti-trust laws, 


to prevent combinations to fix prices 
or limit output. I don't care whether 
you or I think these arc good or bad 
lawn 
As long ns they arc law they 


should be religiously .observed and en- 
forced. 
Anyone who doesn't think 


we were wise to pass these laws may 
tirgo repeal of them in public. 
But 


no man or no woman in Wisconsin 
has any right to encourage or urge 
violation of law. Mv personal opinion 
is that both these laws arc good laws. 
The anti-trust laws are good, whole- 
some laws necessary to the protec- 
tion of the people in the enjoyment 
of their rights. And don't forget that 
every law on the statute books of this 
state has the majority of the people 
of the state behind it.

lottery laws have been anoth- 


er source of contention. Real estate 
men in the state have been selling 
farms by lottery. Automobile dealers 
have been selling machines the same 
way.

was offered as a lottery prize last 
summer. I know of one man who 
sold 2,000 tickets to a Labor Day dance 
at $1 each. The winning ticket was to 
draw a house but the lottery was not 
held and 2.000 people were defrauded 
instead of 3.999. Men who can't af- 
ford it are the most frequentl osers at 
lotteries. 


GETS FIVE St'PPORT 


"My purpose in taking action 
to 


seize the Chippewa Kails hotel for the 
state was not to get the hotel but to 
put a stop to lotteries. When any- 
thing is offered in a lotery the inten- 
tion is to get more than the property 
is worth, that is, the purpose is to de- 
fraud. District attorneys throughout 
the state have supported me wonder- 
fully in enforcing the lottery and raf- 
fle laws and we have had many crim- 
inal convictions on these counts. 


"Wo are not the only democracy 


the world has ever seen. AVe may be 
the greatest. But Rome, Greece and 
Carthage all enjoyed representative 
government and fell. One reason for 
the fall of all democracies has been 
lack of law enforcement; disrespect 
for law. License succeeded 
liberty. 


It is no new thing to confuse license 
with liberty. If we in America do not 
profit by the lessons of the past; if we 
go on forgetting that respect for law, 
enforcement of law and obedience to 
law are the foundation on which our 
government rests; if we do not heed 
the lesson of the rule of the mob in 
medieval France and modern Russia, 
America's greatness will pass away 
and her name will be forgotten. 


"It behooves each of us not to coun- 


tenance violation of laws or the de- 
liberate violator of law because he is 
trying to destroy this government, the 
most precious heritage we have. 


SHOULD REPORT VIOLATIONS 
"It is a duty of citizenship to report 


violations.of law when we know about 
them. ;It' ife not a passive duty, it is 
an active one. Failure to report vio- 
lations to proper officers is bad ethics 
and poor citizenship. You know we've 
been sort of brought up to frown on

The American Society of Equity is 


worthy of great praise in urging more co- 
operation among farmers in the market- 
ing of their products. The society is on 
the right track and Avill increase" its value 
to 'the business of farming as long as it 
continues its efforts toward unified buy- 
ing and selling. It will enhance' the pro- 
fits of the farming industry in general 
and guard against the inevitable losses of 
the fanner who is misled into producing 
nest year those things for -which there 
was a good market this year. 


A cooperative marketing of products 


does more than protect and enrich the 
farmer. 
It standardizes products and 


protects the consumer. 
There are many 


illustrations today that show the effective- 
ness of standardization. 
AYhen Califor- 


nia oranges of a certain brand are pur- 
chased the purchaser knows that the 
oranges in the bottom of the case are ex- 
actly the same in size and quality as those 
on the top. The cherries of Door county 
orchards are all graded and rated. No. 1 
brand of Door County cherries are No. 1 
brand, whether they are in. a can or a 
crate, or whether they are marketed this 
season or next. 
The confidence of the 


consumer in a standardized product is 
made secure once and for all time. 


In the same manner the farmers of Out- 


agamie county or of the whole Fox River 
valley could unite in marketing all the im- 
portant farm products of the country or of 
the valley. 
Fox River valley products 


would a.t once be rated and accepted as 
of a certain high standard. 
"\Y~hat is 


more, and no doubt of greatest import- 
ance to the farmer, collective selling un- 
der intelligent management would secure 
a distribution among buyers who offered 
a price worthy of the product. In many 
instances where the market was tem- 
porarily unfavorable, no selling would 
take place until the market showed an im- 
provement. Farmers would no longer be 
at the mercy of commission men, inter- 
mediaries in general and market gam- 
blers.

During much of this 
time legitimate bokerage houses were un- 
able to sell high-class securities, but Ponzi 
had mo trouble in obtaining money from 
tiie "masses." when a blind man could 
have "seen that every dollar they put into 
his hands they parted with for good. And 
in nearly -every city, large and small, pro- 
moters disposed of worthless paper and 
• sold chances in. oil, mining and 
oilier 


schemes as well as shares in cooperative 
undertakings. 


Departments and officers of state gov- 


ernments have been warning the public 
against these fakes for years, and state 
and local chambers of commerce have 
been trying to assist the public in pro- 
tecting itself with advice and warnings. 
Yet. hundreds of millions of dollars have 
been lost by wage-earners in the past 
twelve months or so in wildcat specula- 
lion. 
In fact, the losses arc incalculable. 


Everyjvillagc in the land has contributed 
a few hundred or a few thousand dollars 
to the funds of stock exploiters. 


It would seem that exposure of fak- 


ers and impostors would teach the public 
to be cautious, but losses in every new 
collapse seem larger than in the preced- 
ing. 
The worse the fakes Hie easier it 


appears 1o be to dupe the public. Too 
many people arc infected with the gct- 
rich-quick fever. The average person ap- 
parently is willing to take a chance with 
•H of his savings, in the hope that his 


jnake-Mm. [wealthy. The 


/ 
& mJtfiii&. v 
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ave'page foreigner, who is trustful of the 
promoter with an earnest manner and 
sumptuous 
office, 
grows excited over 


promises of vast profits. 


But tlie average person does not seem 


to take his losses as bravely as he tabes 
his chances. 
He blames the promoters 


for his losses and appeals to public offi- 
cers to rescue some of his -money i'roni 
the wreckage. 
It does not occur to him 


that i'akers and fake schemes thrive be- 
cause he is gullible. 


Savers ought to put their money in 


regular banks and they should invest 
their money through the regular invest- 
ment brokerage houses. 
These institu- 


tions will safeguard them against specu- 
lation and losses. 


JUDGE LANDIS RETIRES 


Judge Landis has finally annoum-ed 


his retirement from the bench. 
IE his 


resignation is somewhat belated, it will 
nevertheless be received with public 
approval. 


It has been obvious from the beginning 


that Judge Landis was attempting a dual 
role that could not last. 
His services 


belonged entirely to the government and 
the people as a federal judge, or they be- 
longed entirely to the baseball world. He 
could not do justice to both positions in 
services rendered, and so far as the 
judgeship was concerned, its dignity and 
prestige were not enhanced by the base- 
ball job. 


It. is no reflection on Judge Lanclis 


that he has chosen the more remunerative 
occupatiou. 
Fifty thousand dollars a 


year is not to be scoffed at and will bring 
far greater worldly rewards ( than the 
relative!}- meager salarjr paid by the 
government. 


Judge Landis was in a good deal the 


same position as"Will H. Hays. Nobody 
blames ilr. Hays for accepting the movie 
dictatorship, notwithstanding he gave 
indications of beiug the best postmaster- 
general we have had at Washington in a 
generation. 
Money talks, and it is the 


language we best know in America. 


Perhaps Mr. Hays will be able to do 


more good in movieland than in the post- 
office, and perhaps Judge Lanclis" talents 
will be of greater value to society on the 
diamond than in the halls of justice, al- 
though this is not easy to conceive for he 
is one of the best judges that ever occu- 
pied a federal bench. 
The commercial 


world will answer the question in the af- 
firmative, and the commercial world un- 
questionably is in the ascendancy. 


We are not sure but we think that if 


we were in Judge Landis' place, we 
would do the same thing, only we would 
have done it sooner. 


DISARMAMENT TRIUMPH OF 


ADVERTISING 


Addressing the National Advertising 


Society of England. Lord Burnham. own- 
er of the London Daily Telegraph, de- 
clared that the success of the arms confer- 
ence was "a triumph of advertising.'" He 
used the catch-sentence that "truth will 
prevail in the long run—provided it is 
properly advertised."'

from the manifestation of the force of 
public opinion. Had not enlightened pub- 
lib opinion demanded disarmament, the 
delegates would have intrigued as they

Public opinion was enlightened and 


vigorous because ihe daily press present- 
ed the necessity of disarmament and un- 
derstanding. 
The 
power 
of public 


opinion really was ilic power of the daily 
press. 
The success of the arms confer- 


ence was not only a demonstration of what 
the press can do. but also of the leader- 
ship of the press for the general welfare.

THIIK KATE OF A DRINK OF WATER 


Water constitutes two thirds of the weight of tho 


body. 
It enters into the composition of everv tis- 


sue in the body, including bone. Bone material is 
two fifths water: muscle is three fourths water; 
brain substance is nine tenths water. Write your 
own joke on this. 


Everybody, except only the invalid• whose physi- 


cian gives contrary instructions, should drink one 
to three glasses of water with each meal as an aid 
to normal digestion. This is the teaching of physi- 
ology, which frankly reverses the ancient theory 
that water should not be taken with food. Another 
curious relic of antiquity that has been reversed 
by modern 
science—knowledge—was 
the 
notion 


that one with fever or one suffering- with the heat 
must take no cold water. 
He should take all the 


cool water his thirst calls for—cool enough to sat- 
isfy, not ice cold. 


Cold water is a natural stimulant to the secretion 


of gastric juice in the stomach. 
The water itself 


soon leaves the stomach, whether food is present or 
not, 
but the effect of the stimulation continues, and 


digestion is improved. The water passes from the 
stomach into the intestine some 10 or 13 minutes 
after it has been swallowed. In the intestine it has 
a further stimulating effect on the secretion of pan- 
creatic juice and it contributes toward the absorp- 
tion of digested material there. Furthermore, the 
presence of a fair amount of water stimulates per- 
istalsis or'onward movement'of the "material in the 
food tube. 


The water is absorbed from the intestine by the 


capillaries or microscopic vessels in the wall of the 
intestine and thus directly enters into the circula- 
tion. This absorption occurs in part in the small 
intestine and in part in the large intestine. Little 
else than water is absorbed into the blood from the 
large intestine. Xo one need worry about what may 
be absorbed from the colon; let every one drink not 
less than two quarts of water daily and make sure 
of absorbing therefrom one good all 'around tonic. 


A great Jnany people have learned by experience 


the salubrity of a generous drink of hot water on 
rising each morning, a habit especially to be com- 
mended to elderly persons of spare build. Stout and 
younger persons had better take 
their 
internal 


morning sho'wer cool or cold. 


Some of the water absorbed into the .circulation 


is retained in the various tissues, replacing the wa- 
ter set free by the oxidation of those tissues in the 
ordinary course of metabolism or life. Most of the 
water ie immediately eliminated thru the lungs as 
water vapor in the expired air, thru the skin as the 
water of perspiration, thru the kidneys, and thru 
the intestine. It does not become a burden or strain 
to these organs; on the contrary the presence of 
plenty of water assists each of the excretory func- 
tions mentioned. 


Drink a pint of water with every meal and at 


least a pint apart from meals. In hot weather or 
when you are very active physically, of course the 
daily intake of water should be \ery much greater 
than that. But two quarts of water daily is the 
minimum essential for health.

Should children from three years upward be giv- 


en fresh milk from cows' that have not been tuber- 
culin tested in preference to condcnced milk?—(A.

Answer—Yes. If the health department in your 


community maintains no supervision of the milk 
supply, or if you have any doubts about the free- 
dom of the milk from tubercle bacilli or other dis- 
ease germs, you may protect the children from any 
risk by pasteurizing the milk. But fresh raw milk 
from a. clean source is- always best. 


Harsh Hands 


The hand^Jn our paint shop use strong soap so- 


lutions and alkali pow;ders to remove paint from 
their hands at quitting time. 
This leaves 
their 


hands pretty dry, harsh and chapped. Can you sug- 
gest any way to prevent that?—(A. W.) 


Answer—Printers find that by rubbing some lan- 


olin (wool fat) well into the hands before beginning 
work and wiping the excess off with a clean cloth, 
the skin is less irritated by the soaps and poxvders 
used for removing ink. This might serve painters 
as well. Also a mixture of sawdust and liquid soap 
is found preferable for removing mk stains from 
printers' hands after preliminary treatment with 
lanolin, as described. 
These procedures should be 


useful for painters.

If there is anything deep or cimpli- 


cated about this film then this observ- 
er has a simplified complex. The pic- 
ture is so simple1 that it is flat, color- 
less, as kickless as a marshmallow 
sundae. 


The highbrows have held Ibsen for 


their own long enough. 
The screen 


snatches him away from 
them 
and 


shares him with 
the hoi polloi for 


•what he really was. The picture holds 
true to the book and to 
the stage 


play. 


The story of "A Doll's House" is 


simply that of a. woman slamming the 
door on her husband after six years 
of his domination. 
That might be 


startling in Europe, but the tang is 
taken from .the situation in America 
where women have had the right to 
slam doors on domineering husbands 
for many years and full franchise 
since 1920. 


The stage play ended with the slam- 


ming of the door. 
Since the movies 


have undertaken to improve stories 
so much of late, one expected the film 
story to show what happened to Nora 
after she slammed. the door. 


Nazimova rested content to button 


up the neck of her coat and lift up 
her face to the falling snow. 


"What one really would like to have 


known is whether her feet became cold 
causing her to return to her husband 
and children, or whether she went 
around the corner and obtained a job 
slinging hash or washing dishes.
